INTRODUCTION

This Service Plan (“Plan”) 1s made by the City of Austin, Texas (¢ City’ ) pursuant to Chapter 43 of
the Texas Local Government Code This Plan ielates to the anncxation to the City of a tract of land
(‘ annexation area”) known as the Ribelin Ranch Annexation Arca The annexation area mncludes
approximately 201 acres located i1 Travis County north of FM 2222 approximately 205 feet east of
the intersection of FM 2222 and McNeil Drive The area 1s currently 1n the city’s limited purpose
Jurisdiction (annexed 06/28/04) and 1s adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction on the south
and east sides

The area 1s includes a portion of the Ribelin Ranch PUD, a proposed mixed-use development and 1s
being annexed 1n accordance with the terms of the developer’s request for annexation and the
limuted purpose Regulatory Plan  The annexation area 1s described by metes and bounds in Exhibit
A, which 1s attached to this Plan and to the annexation ordinance of which this Plan 1s a part The
annexation area 1s also shown on the map m Exhibit A

EFFECTIVE TERM

Thas Plan shall be m effect for a ten-year period commencing on the effective date of the
annexation, unless otherwise stated 1n this Plan  Renewal of the Plan shall be at the option of the
City Such option may be excrcised by the adoption of an ordinance by the City Council, which
refers to this Plan and specifically rencws this Plan for a statud period of time

INTENT

It 15 the intent of the City of Austin that services under this Plan shall provide full municipal
scrvices as required and defined by the Texas Local Governmoent Code

The City reserves the right guaranteed to it by the Texas Local Government Code, to amend this
Plan 1t the City Council determunces that changed conditions ot subsequent occutience or any other
legally sufticient circumstances exist under the Local Government Code, or other Texas laws to
make this Plan unworkable o1 obsolcte or unlawtul

SERVICE COMPONENTS
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In Gefieral ¥This Plan includes three service components (1) the Early Action Program, (2)
Additional Services, and (3) a Capital Improvement Program

As used in this Plan, providing services includes having services provided by any method or means
by which the City extends municipal services to any other area of the City  This may include
causing or allowing private utilitics, governmental entities and other public setvice o1gamzations to
provide such services by contract, in whole or in part It may also include separate agreements
with associations or similar entities

1 FARLY ACTION PROGRAM

The following services will be provided 1n the annexation area commencing on the effective date of
the annexation, unless otherwise noted

a Police Protection The Austin Police Department (“APD™) will provide protection and law
enforcement services 1n the annexation atea These services include
¢ normal patrols and responses,
s handling of complaints and incident reports,
e special units, such as, traffic enforcement, criminal investigations, narcotics gang
suppression, and special weapons and tactics team

b Fire Protection  The Austin Firc Department (“AFD’) will provide emergency and fire
prevention services in the annexation area  These services include
e Fure suppression and rescue,
+ Emergency medical services first response for Austin Emergency Medical Services
Department on life threatening medical emergencies,
Hazardous matenals nutigation and regulation,
Emergency prevention and public education ettorts,
Dive rescue,
Technical rescue,
Aurcratt/rescue/tirefighting,
Construction plan review,
Inspections,
Rescue/hazardous materials umt

AFD serves as the first responder on life threatening emergencies for Austin EMS Al
AFD personngel are certified at an Emergency Medical Technician (“EMT ) level or higher
All engines {pumpes), ladder trucks, and rescue units carry Automatic External
Defibnitlators for use with heart attack victims

C Emergency Medical Service [he City of Austin/Travis County Emergency Medical
Services (F EMS™) Department will provide emaigency medical services mn the annexation
diia -

Austin/Travis County EMS will provide the following emergency and safety services to the
annexation aica
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* Emergency dispatch, pre-arrival First Aid 1nstructions and coordination of other public
safety support agencies

¢ Emergency paramedic ambulance response

» Medical rescue services

Austin/Travis County EMS 1s a mobile service provider, with umts constantly moving
throughout the system area An ambulance 1s frequently dispatched from a location outside
the station

The Austin Fire Department will provide emergency medical first response to all patients in
a life-threatening situation  All Austin Fire Department personnel are certificd at the
Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) level or higher and assist EMS personnel providing
patient care

d Sohd Waste Collection The Austin Sohd Waste Services Department will provide services
in the area  Services will be provided by City personnel or by solid waste service providers
under contract with the City  Scivices cuniently provided in the City for single famuly
restdences, including duplex, tnplex and fourplex dwelling units, include

e garbage collection — scheduled cart collection i accordance with City Pay-As-Y ou-Throw
guidelines,

¢ recycling collection — scheduled curbside collection , matenals collected include
newspaper, magazines, catalogs, junk mazil, corrugated cardboard, tin, stee! and aluminum
cans, glass bottles and jars, plastic bottles (#1 and #2),

o yard timmings collection — scheduled residential collection in paper bags or reusable
containers,

Commercial garbage collection service for businesses 1s available on a subscription basis from
the City or private service providers

At this time there arc no residential customers 1n the annexation arca

e Maintenance of Water and Wastewater Fauhitics  Water and wastewater service will be
provided to areas that are not within the certificated service area of another utility through
existing facilities located within or adjacent to the area  The facilities will be maintained
and operated by the City's Austin Water Utility as governed by standard pohicics and
procedures, and under the provisions of the attached City service extension policy

f Maintenance of Roads and Streets, Including Street Lighting  The Street and Bridge
Division of the Transportation and Public Works Department will maintam public streets
over which the City has jurisdiction  These services include
» Emergency pavement repatr,

o lce and snow monttonng of major thoroughfatcs,

s Street maintenance Maintenance activities include crack sedd, sealcoat sluity seal and
PM overlay

o Repair maintenance of public sticets on an as-needed basis Repair maintenance
operations mclude pothole reparr, filling depressions (level up), spot surface
replacement, spot full-depth tepan and utihty cutcpans, .
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As streets 1n the area are dedicated and accepted for maintenance they will be included in
the City’s preventative maintenance program Preventative maintenance projects are
prioritized on a City-wide basis and scheduled based on a variety of factors, including
surface condition (distresses), rideability (smoothness), age, traffic volume, functional
classification, and available funding

If necessary, the Transportation Division of the Transportation and Public Works
Department will also provide regulatory signage services in the annexation area Traffic
signal, stop, and all other regulatory studies are conducted 1n conjunction with growth of
traffic volumes All regulatory signs and signals are installed when warranted following an
engimeering study Faded, vandalized, or missing signs are replaced as needed "CALL
BACK" service provided 24 hours a day, 365 days a year for emergency repair of critical

regulatory signs
Street lighting will be maintained in accordance with state law

Mamtenance of Paiks, Playgrounds, and Swimming Pools At this time thete are no public
recreation facilities in the atca

Recreational facilities and area amenitics, including parks, pools, and mcdians, that are
pnivately owned, maintained, or operated will be unaffected by the annexation

Mantenance of Any Other Publicly-Owned Facility, Buillding, or Service  Should the City
acquire any other facilities, buildings, or services necessary for municipal services located
within the anncexation area, an appropnate City department will provide mamntenance
services for them

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM

The City will mitrate the constiuction of capital improvements necessary fot providing municipal
services for the annexation area as necessdry .
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Each component of the Capital Improvement Program is subject to the City providing the related
service directly In the event that the related service 1s provided through a contract service
provider, the capital improvement may not be constructed or acquired by the City but may be
provided by the contract provider The City may also lease buildings m heu of construction of any
necessary buildings

a Pohice Protection  No capital improvements arc necessary at this time to provide Police
services

b Fire Protection No capital improvements are necessary at this time to provide Fire
SEerviCces

c Emergency Medical Service No capital improvements are necessary at this tune to

provide EMS services

d Solid Waste Collection. No capital improvemeonts are necessary at this time to provide
solid waste collection seivices

S Water and Wastewater Faciliies  No capital improvements are necessary at this time to
provide water and wastewater services

Water and wastewater services to new development and subdivisions will be provided
according to the standard policies and procedures of the Austin Water Utility, which may
require the developer of a new subdivision to install water and wastewater lines The
extension of water and sewer service will be provided n accordance with the attached water
and wastewater service extension policy

f Roads and Streets  No City road or street related capital improvements are necessary at
this time In general, the City will acquire contro! of all public roads and junsdiction 1n,
over and under all public roads and public strects within the annexation area upon
annexation Future extensions of roads or streets and future installation of related facilities,
such as traffic control devices, will be governed by the City*s standard policies and
procedures

g Parks, Playgrounds and Swimming Pools No capital improvements are necessary at this
time to provide services

h Watershed Protection and Development Review Department  No capital improvements are
necessary at this time to provide services

i Street Lighting It 1s anticipated that the developer of new subdivisions 1n the arca will
install public street highting  Street Lighting m new and existing subdivisions will be
wistalled and maintained 1n accordance with the applicable standaid pohicies and
procedures

] Other Publicly Owned Facilities, Buillding or Sciviges. Additional Services  In general
other City functions and services, and the additional services desernibed above can be
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provided for the annexation area by using existing capital improvements Additional capuital
improvements are not necessary to provide City services

k Capital Improvements Planning  The annexation arca will be included with other territory
m connection with planning for new or expanded facilities, functions, and scivices

AMENDMENT GOVERNING LAW

This Plan may not be amended or repealed except as provided by the Texas Local Government
Code or other controlling law  Neither changes in the mcthods or means of implementing any part
of the service programs nor changes n the responsibihities of the various departments of the City
shall constitute amendments to this Plan, and the City reserves the right to make such changes
This Plan 1s subject to and shall be interpreted 1in accordance with the Constitution and laws of the
United States of America and the State of Texas, the Texas Local Government Code, and the

orders, rules and regulations of governmental bodies and officers having junisdiction

FORCE MAJEURE

In case of an emergency, such as force majeure as that tetm 1s defined n this Plan, in which the
City 1s forced to temporarily divert its personne! and resources away ftom the annexation area for
humanitanan purposes or ptotcction of the general public, the City obligates itself to take all
rcasonable measures to restorc scrvices to the annexation arca of the level described 1n this Plan as
soon as possible  Force Majeure shall include, but not be Iimuted to, acts of God, acts of the
public enemy, war, blockages, msurrection, riots, eptdemics, landshdes, hightning, earthquakes,
fires, storms, floods, washouts, droughts, tornadoes, hurricancs, arrest and restraimnt of government,
cxplosions, collisions and other mnability of the City, whether similar to those enumerated or
otherwise, which 1s not within the control of the City  Unavailability or shortage of funds shall not
constitute Force Majeure for purposcs of this Plan

SUMMARY OF THE WATER AND WASTEWATER UTILITY
SERVICE EXTENSION POLICY

The following information 1s a summary of the Austin Water Utility Service Extension Policy,
Chapters 25-1 through 25-5 and 25-9 of the 2006 Austin Code ot Ordinances, 1n conformance with
the Texas Local Government Code requirement that the Plan have a summary of the service
extension policy

Watcer and wastewater scrvice 1s only provided to lots that have been properly subdivided and
platted or are a legal lot  For property that 1s required by subdivision tegulations to constiuct water
o1 wastewater tacilitics connceating to the City system, fundmg and construction of those facilitics
will remain the responsibiity ot the developer It the spectiic undeviloped property docs not have
City water o1 wastewater scivice fronting the propetty, the owna may make an application for an
extenston of service to the Dircctor of the Austin Water Utility for review  [f the Ditector
detcrmnes that adequate capacity 1s available, o1 will be, and 1t the project does not mclude City
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cost participation or reimbursement, and 1f the proposed facilitics are a logical extension of the
City's water and wastewater system and the requested extension otherwise meets the requirements
of Chapter 25-9, the extension size, capacity, and routing may be approved by the Director for
funding and construction by the developer N

Depending on the size of the new tacilities and other conditions, with City Council approval, the
City may reimburse the devcloper for part of the cost of constructing certain faciliies With City
Council approval, the City may cost participate by reimbursing costs assoctated with the oversize
capacity of wastewater mains larger than 8 inches but less than 18 inches in diameter, and of water
mains greater than 12 inches but less than 24 inches in diameter  'With City Counaul approval, the
City may reimburse to the developer the construction cost of the full capacity of wastewater
facilities 18 inches in diameter or larger, and water facilities 24 inches in diameter or larger, as well
as other facilities such as reservorrs or pumps The actual calculation of the cost participation and
retmbursement amounts, including linits and the schedules tor the payments, are included in the
L.and Development Code

For lots that have water or wastewater lines tn the strect fronting the lot, the owner may recaive

water or wastewater service by applying for a tap permut and paying any requiied tees  The new
customers will be required to pay the impact fees and all connection fees However, 1f the tap 1s
puichased within two years of the completion of the line by the City, the impact fee will be waived

As long as a property 1s using a septic system, the property owner remans responsible for the
operation and maintenance of the septic system [f the septic system fails before the City sewer
service 1s extended to the property, the property owner must repair the system Under certain
circumstances the Austin/Travis County Health and Human Services Department may require
connection to the City sewer facilities

This policy 1s set by the City Council and can be amended 1n the future by ordinance
